Report of Library Trustees 


FOR YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY |, 1906. 


Your library trustees are pleased to report a satisfactory 
condition of the affairs of the Publi¢ Library. 

The patronage of the library has been increased during 
the year, and a larger number of books have been loaned. About 
one hundred volumes have been re-bound, and the annual in- 
spection of the books shows them to be in excellent condition. 

During the past year 2,285 books have been loaned. ‘These 
books are classified as follows: Fiction, 1,924; History, 56; 
Travel, 54; Biography, 30; Miscellaneous, 221. 

Fifty-three new cards have been issued . 

There are now upon the shelves 2,650 books, of which 
number 184 volumes were added during the past year. The 
magazines placed upon the reading table have proved a very at- 
tractive feature, and the following list will be provided for the 


coming year: ‘“World’s Work,” ‘“Scribner’s,’” ‘St. Nicholas,”’ 
“Harper's Weekly,” “Cosmopolitan,” and the ‘National Maga- 
zine.” It was originally the intention that the magazines should 


not be taken from the reading room, but as many have wished to 
take them to their homes, this will be permitted. We must re- 
quest, however, that they be carefully used and returned on the 
following library day. 4 

The librarian’s report of expenditures is as follows: Bal- 
ance on hand Feb. 1, 1905, $15.27 ; received, $23.79 ; expendi- 
tures, $30.41 ; balance on hand February 1, 1906, $8.64. 

The trustees have received from the annual appropriation 
and gifts, $150; $116.35 have been expended for books, leaving 
a balance in the hands of the trustees of $33.65. One-half of 
this amount will be required for magazine subscriptions for the 
coming year.

We take this opportunity to thank Hon. and Mrs. C. H. 
Greenleaf for their generous gifts to the library of $50 and 66 
volumes of books—gifts that are heartily appreciated by every 
patron of the library. We also take occasion to commend the 
efficient service rendered by Miss Woodward, the librarian, and 
her assistant, Miss Aldrich. 

We recommend that the sum of $100 be appropriated for 
the purchase of books, and that $125 be appropriated for the 
services of the librarian. Your trustees feel that the growth of 
the library is a matter of personal interest to each individual, and 
we bespeak the hearty co-operation of all for the ensuing year.
